COOLIDGE DEFENDS 
LENIENCY ON DEBTS 


’ Surplus Wealth of Amer- 
ica Can Be Used in Aid- 
‘ing Other Countries, 
States President.

Washington, May 81.—President 
Coolidge spoke directly to the nations 
of Euro,,e in his Memorial day address 
here, warning them in effect that they 
must disarm further, an. promising 
them the support of the United States 
in their efforts. 

His remarks plainly constituted a 
reminder t, those who are now seek- 
ing the basis for further arms cuts 
at the Geneva conference, from which, 
Coolidge said significantly, “we expect 
some practical results.” He said the 
problems faced there must be “strip- 
ped of technicalities.” 

Economic Causes. 

In more detail than in any of his 
prévious addresses, the president went 
into the economic causes of war and 
snid that the United States had done 
much to remove such causes by its 
nid to Europe. He defended lenient 
foreign dzb: terms on this ground. He 
aiso explained that part of his reason 
for a policy of “constructive economy” 
in this country was to make the peo- 
ple satisfied through relieving them of 
the burden of taxation on the theory 
that satisfied people “will not be su 
inclined to turn covetous eyes toward 
the resources of other nations.” Sur- 
plus wealth, he added, can be used 
to help other nations. 

Diplomatic representatives of every 
foreign country heard the president’s 
address, the high point of which was 
an appeal for “a public opinion devot- 
ed to peace,” and the many thousands 
who jammed into the white eee 
ter across the Potomac and s 
the presey slo outside included 
gray-headed and bent veterans of the 
civil wa. mid men who saw 
service in Cuba and the Philippines 
and younger men who served in 
France during the world war. 

President Places Wreath. 

After the address in the amphithea- 
ter, the president laid a wreath upon 
the monument of the unknown civi 
war dead, which stands just in front 
* the old Lee mansion, and Mrs. 

‘odlidge placed a red rose upon it. 
Farlies in the day, the Crown Prince 
Gustavus Adolphus and the Crown 
Princesa Louise visited Arlington, and 
joined numbers of patriotic associa- 
tions in laying a wreath upon the 
tomb of the unknown soldier. 

resident Coolidge, in his address, 
anid that America is attempting to 
make her contribution to peace “not 
in any sensational or spectacular ~ 
but by the application of practica 
workable, seasoned methods and an 
appen| to the common sense of man- 
kind.’ 

The maintenance of peace, he de- 
elared “ean not but to a large extent 
he dependent upoa our sentiments and 
desires. 

“In spite of all the treaties we may 
make and all the tribunals we may 
establish, unless we maintain a pub- 
lic opinion devoted to peace we can- 
not escape the ravages of war,’’ he 
said. 

“A determination to do right will 
be more effective than all our trea- 
ties and courts, all our armies and 
fleets. A peaceful people will have 
peace, but a warlike people cannot 
escape war.”’ 

Econemic Foundation. 

The president declared that “peace 
has an economic foundation to which 
too little attention has been given,” 
and laid the world war largely to 
economic causes, explaining that the 
armament race in Europe created a 
burden under which nations eventu- 
ally “cracked”’ and “sought relief from 
the intolerable pressure by pillaging 
each other.’ 

He said that it was to avoid the 
repetition of such a catastrophe that 
the Washington arms conference had

Baltimore, Md., May 31.—(4)—The 
report of the committee of 15 to the 
general Presbyterian assembly today 
overrode objections of the presbytery

The approval also became a tech- 
nical victory for the presbytery 
through the points which Dr. Mac- 
Artney raised and on which he was 
defeated. 

Dr. MacArtney sought to eliminate 
the findings of the committee that 
the assembly, sitting as a judicial 
body, might reverse its own rulings 
in a new and different case. He 

t this left a perpetual doubf 
ling against New York 
predbytery last year when the pres- 
bytery was rebuked for admitting a 
minister who/denied the virgin birth, 
and the synod of New York caution- 
ed for apppoving this. 
Left in Confusion. 

“If you let that statement stand,” 

Dr. Mac said, “there is not a 


or any other taking the same stand, 
which will not declare the assembly 
said there is something about the case 
still open. This means we are left 
in confusion as to whether we have 
certainty of law in our court or final- 
ity concerning the doctrines of the 
church.” 


His objection particularly was to 
the following statement: 

“It is important in this connection 
to make a clear distinction against 
the ag which is rendered in any 
particular case and the reasoning on 
which that judgment rests. A prin- 
ciple enunciated in a court of last 
resort is always subject to challenge 
when it is sought to apply that prin- 
ciple in later cases, either because the 
principle itself is deemed faulty, or 
because fhe reasons presented in sup- 
port of it are though to be not sound.” 

As the report stated that this ques- 
tion needed further deliberation per- 
mission was asked to extend the study 
for one year and by the same argu- 
ment Dr. MacArtney requested that 
the work of the committee be discon- 
tinued, 


Brother Opposes. 


An excited debate followed, in which 
Dr. MacArtney’s brother, Dr. Albert 
MacArtney. of Chicago, pleaded for 
open minds and tolerance in consider- 
ation of the report. He at the same 
time opposed his brother's request for 
the elimination of about three pages 
of the document. 

The rules of the assembly permit 
five minutes for each person in debate. 
By consent this was extended to. ten 
minutes, and Dr. Clarence MacArt- 
ney was granted .an additional peried. 

Discussing directly the case of the 
New York presbytery, he said: 

“Our general assembly, sitting as a 
court, after a prolonged hearing, ruled 
that the presbytery. had erred in 
licensing a minister who denied the 
virgin birth, and that the synod erred 
in sustaining the license. 

“We thought an end of the dispnte 
had been reached, but now it is nulli- 
fied by that section of the report.”

Giving His Name as Har- 
ry Hobbs; of Tennessee, 
He Surrenders to At- 
lanta Police. 


Randitry and robbery in a career 
that would parallel that of the late 
Gerald Chapman was related early 
Tuesday morning by 20-year-old Har- 
ry Hobbs, of Irwin, Tenn.,, when he 
surtendered in front of the Terminal 
station to Patrolman O. H. Puckett 
and asked the privilege of being jailed 
in order that he “might square ac- 
counts with society for good.” 

Hobbs, police say, confessed frankly 
and freely that he murdered ,.William 
Clarke, Hillside, N. J.,. jeweler and 
goldsmith, on the night of November 
2, or early morning of November 3, 
in a garage in the rear of the latter’s 
home, by striking him on the head 
with a heavy hammer. 

Thinks Victim Died. 

“IT suppose Clarke died, as I read 
the story of his dying in the newspa- 

pers the following day,” Hobbs. said. 
“They arrested a man named Cowen, I 
believe, and failed to fasten any evi- 
dence upon him, so had to release him. 
I watched the news account of Cow- 
en’s trial and intended, if he was con- 
victed, to surrender and confess and 
clear him,” Hobbs stated. 

Hobbs, who stated that his father 
was the owner of one of the finest 
hotels in Irwin, Tenn., and one of the 
leading insurance agents in that town, 
admitted freely, police say, that his 
life had been one of robbery and crime 


from the time he was 14 years of 
‘age. 

"He has been arrested numerous 
times in his native state of Tennessee 
on charges. of housebreaking, petty 
thievery and robbery, he told police; 
served two or three terms in the re- 
formatory at Nashville; was arrested 
in the state of North Carolina on 
charges of highway robbery, escaping 
the severe penalities on account of his

FORMALLY OPENED

Philadelphia, May 31.—(F)— 
America today, through Philadelphia’s 
colorful’ exposition, began the cele- 
bration of a century and a half of 
indepetifience, that will continue to 
the end of November. 

The twenty thousand spectators 
who participated in the formal open- 
ing of the sesqui-centennial exposition 
today had their anxious moments as 
rain drenched the grounds in the 
forenoon, but. the sun appeared later 
and the inauguration of the celebra- 
tion was voted a great success. 

While the big show has not yet 
been completed, tremendous strides 
have been made in recent days. By 
the time President Coolidge comes 
here on July 3 officially to lend his 
voice to the celebration of the 150th 
anniversary of the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence, work on 
the exposition will have been com- 
pleted, the management expects. 

Secretary of the State Kellogg and 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover to- 
day made addresses at the exercises 
in the name of the’ national govern- 
ment, while Mayor W. Freeland 
Kendrick spoke for the municipality. 

Secretary Kellogg said the sesqui 
should be considered a “rededication 
of the nation to American ideals, a 
fresh acceptance of America’s burdens 
and a renewed gratitude for the 
bounty of America’s blessings.” 

Secretary Hoover gave warning 
that “the American nation stands in 
need of a moral and spiritual reawak- 
ening if it is to maintain its position 
in the world.” 

He declared that we had “suffered 
a national misfortune in the growing 
disrespect for law,” and asserted there 
was “yet much to do if we would 
make America the land of content- 
ment and happiness, of service to the 
world and God.”

LOCKHART WINNER 
N RACING CLASSIC 


Youthful California Star 
Is Declared Winner 


At 400 Miles. 


SLIPPERY TRACK 
REDUCES SPEED 


Winners’ Time Is 94.63 
Miles Per Hour, Seven 
Miles. Per Hour Less 
Than 1925 Mark. 


Indianapolis, May 31.—A youthful 
d re-devil from Los Angeles won $40,- 
000 and the crown of the racing world 
on the Indianapolis motor speedway 
today. 

Frank Lockhart, 23 years old, driv- 
ing his first major race, piloted his 
little white-colored racer to victory 
in the motor classic, cut to 400 miles 
because of a downpour of rain. 

The event, scheduled for 500 miles, 
was ended when rain-laden clouds sud- 
denly gathered and let loose a deluge 
that soaked the track, making any 
further attempt to continue too 
perilous. , 

As the flying racers were flagged 
in » the pits, the rain came down in 
torrents, soaking thousands of spec- 
tators to the skin. In the crush for 
protection under the stands, stretch- 
ing for a mile along the left side of the 
track, several women were trampled 
on and fainted. Costly wearing ap- 
parei and the newest millinery crea- 


tions were ruined. 
Lockhart, driving the entire 400 


miles without relief, sent his :little 
car 160 circuits of the rough brick 
21-2-mile course in 4:13:37.78, an 
average of 94.63 miles an hour. He 
finished five miles in front of Harry 
Hartz, a Los Angeles rival, who was 
flagged down in second place. Cliff 
Woodbury, a Chicagoan, was third. 
about a mile behind Hartz Fred 
Comer, another Los Angeles entry, 
was fourth. This year’s mark is ap- 
proximately seven miles per hour less 
than the 19235 speed. 

Peter De Paolo, the smiling young 
Italian, winner of the 1925 classic, 
was fifth, nearly 17 miles behind the 
winner. De Paolo, however, was 
driving at remarkable speed at the 
time the race was ended, gaining 
steadily on the leaders and might 
have improved his position if it had 
gone the limit. 

Lockhart, a graduate of the dict 
tracks, won $20,000 as first prize, $9,- 
600 in lap prize money, and about 
$10,000 offered by accessory firms. He 
drove a masterly race, handling his 
car with the skill of a De Palma, 
and except for a few seconds clung 
tenaciously to the lead after he once 
took possession of it. He went into 
the lead at the 152d mile after Dave 
Lewis had set the early pace. From 
the 152d mile on, Lockhart engaged 
in a terrific duel with Hartz, always 
leading until the 252d mile, when he 


was forced to stop at the nits for 
fuel. He was away again in less than 
GO seconds, but in the meantime Hartz 
had snatched the lead.

Washington, May 31.—Passage of 
the bill ratifying the French debt set- 
tlement, by a two to one vote in the 
house tomorrow is assured. 

-Some sharp debate is in. prospect 
centering about the French “capacity 
to pay,” but the administration lead- | 
ers have no fear of the outcome. ~ 

The expectation is that the lineup 


of the passage of tallan debt set- 
tlement bill. The French funding ar- 
rangement is on a 50 per cent basis, 
counting principal and interest at 
4 1-4 per cent as compared. with a 26 
per cent settlement of the Italian debt, 
but virtually the same amount of oppo- 
sition is looked for. 

The Italian debt bill was passed by 
the house in January, by a vote of 
257 to 133. Those recorded in the 
negative included 113 democrats,, 17 
republicans, 2 independents and 1 so- 
cialist. About two-thirds of the demo- 
crats voting lined up against the Ital- 
ian debt arrangement and it is ex- 
pected that the situation on the French 
debt bill tomorrow will be about the 
same. The republicans stood almost 
solidly for the Italian debt settle 
ment with the exception of the La Fol- 
lette insurgent group and the same 
division is looked for tomorrow. 

Representative Green, republican, 
Iowa, chairman of the house ways and 
means committee, will be in charge of 
the French debt bill on the floor 
of the house and Representative 
Rainey, democrat, Illinois, will lead 
the opposition forces. 

Mr. Green has the solid republican 
membership of the ways and means 
committee back of him, together with 
the votes of three of its ten demo- 
cratic members, including Represen- 
tative Crisp, democrat, of Georgia, 
who is a minority member of the 
American debt commission. Two of 
the democratic members of the com- 
mittee were absent when action was 
taken and the other five voted in the 


negative.

Nashville, Tenn., May 31.—(4)— 
Tennessee arose in its supreme court 
today to defend the orthodox teach- 
ings that no theory denying the di- 
vine creation of man shall be taught 
in its public schools and universities. 

After five attorneys had attacked 
the now famous. anti-evolution law 
from all angles, Ed T. Seay as coun- 
sel for the state in the appeal of John 
Thomas Scopes from a conviction in 
Rhea connty circuit court, contended 
that the state has the power to pro- 
tect its children from the heretical 
teachings of evolutionists.., 


The law was argued, of course, be- 
cause after all, it was in the eyes 
of the court, a misdemeanor case in 
which the defendant appeared as 
plaintiff-in-error on appeal from a 
fine of $100 imposed for teaching the 
evolutionary theory. The indictment 
upon which the Dayton teacher was 
brought to trial and the law upon 
which the indictment was based were 
attacked and defended. 


Age-Old: Controversy. 


But, it was evident from the tenor 
of the six speeches and the written 
brief of William Jennings Bryan, 
Jr., that the age-old controversy of 
theology and science was of major im- 
portance.

Henry E. Colton, of Nashville, 
counsel for the Tennessee Academy of 
Science, attacked the law from a 
technical angle. 

Robert S. Keebler, 
concluded 
Scopes and Mr. Seay began his de- 
fense of the law. He commented 
upon the presence of Clarence Dar- 
row, of Chicago, and Mr. Hayes, in 
the case and read from the statements 
of the American Civil Liberties union 
and from a published book by Dar- 
row, but stressed the onslaught of 
science upon religion.

That Atlanta will become one of 
the leading and most strategic air 
ports of the country in the not dis- 
fant future is now practically as- 


sured. The wisdom of having be- 


gun, several months ago, the build- 


ing of a standard field in the city’s 
-guburbs, has not only been accen- 
‘tuated by recent developments in 
‘American air mail transportation, 
but the situation demands that the 
city and county authorities in co- 


coperation shall leave nothing un- 


done in meeting every requirement 
as to length of runways, hangars, 
field space, appraaches, etc., nec- 
essary and officially required in 
making the port facilities equal to 
the best in America. 

The unmistakable factors that 
will make Atlanta a great air port 
were outlined in the conference Sat- 
urday between Second Assistant 
Postmaster General Glover and a 
group of citizens. The proposal 
to change the New York-San Fran- 
cisco line, now operated with avold- 
able menaces, to the southern 
toute, so as to escape the high alti- 
tudes in the Rocky mountain,sfates, 
% one that has long been recdghized 
as sooner or later necessary. This 
change would make the new route 
via Atlanta, New Orleans and along 
the route of the Southern Pacific 
r d to Los Angeles and thence 
wp the Pacific coast to San Fraa- 
éisco. To make this or any trans- 
continental route successful the 
ships must fly at night, and also 
carry passengers and light freight 
and express.

transportation control.

the senate committee report again 
serves notice upon the interstate 
commerce commission that it is 
permitting a continuance of these 
surcharges against the will of com- 
mittee and the people as reflected 
by their representatives in the sen- 
ate. Perhaps it will have no con- 
crete effect in relieving the travel- 
ing people of this unfair burden, 
but it serves to further 2rouse pub- 
lic indignation at the very glaring 
failure of the commission to do its 
duty, and in time may bring about 
a revolution in bureau government 
that is more needed than anything 
else in Washington at this time. The 
claim that a repeal of the surcharge 
will force an increase in freight 
rates on farm commodities is ridic- 
ulous unless the interstate com- 
merce commission should delib- 
erately and defiantly grant such a 
subsidy to offset the loss in rev- 
enues which the major railroads are 
collecting in violation of a solemn 
war-time agreement that was made 
and accepted as temporary. 

The public is quite familiar with 
the fact that the surcharge—an 
enormous tax upon the traveler— 
was instituted,at the time of the re- 
turn of the railroads to their own- 
ers after the war for the purpose 
only of helping the railroads re 
habilitate themselves in the. post- 
war readjustments. It was specifi- 
cally stipulated in the act that 
as soon as the railroads should be 
financially rehabilitated the inter- 
state commerce commission should 
strike the surcharge. It-is a fact that 
for three or four years the major 
railroads have not only been in 
sound financial positions with more 
than reasonable net earnings, but 
have exceeded their pre-war earn- 
ings many times over, counting out 
their improvement reserves. And 
yet the interstate commerce com- 
mission has unrelentingly yielded to 
the pressure of the railroads and 
kept this war-time tax, that has 
long since served its purpose, im- 
posed against every person who 
rides in a sleeping car. It is a sit-

IODIN IN CANNED SALMON 

I have repeatedly asserted that any 
and all kinds of fresh shellfish or 
other sea fish will furnish an ample 
iodin ration if we have sume such 
food regularly two or three times a 
weck. That is true and no one has 
undertaken to punish me for it. but 
I have also pojnted out the fact that 
fish from fresh water contains little 
or no iodin and will not serve the 
purpose of sea food in preventing 
goiter: and other evils due to iodir 
shortage. No one has threatened to 
take any drastic action about that. 
But I have also said that preserved 
or canned sea food contains practi- 
cally no iodin, and it is an extraor- 
dinary and inexplicable fact that no 
one has moved to indict me for that, 
because it is really as much as one’s 
life is worth to say anything definite 
or unconventional about anything 
these days—there is a well organized 
propaganda maintained for the pur- 
pose of nagging the life out of any- 
one who does say anything like that. 

Salmon is a sea food, although it 
comes’ out of a river. 

In the Pembetton valley in British 
Columbia, 90 miles north of Van- 
couver, every white child had goiter. 
and many white adults developed 


goiter within a few months after set- 


tling there. No litter of 


piss born ip 
the valley lived more than a day. 
Nine out of every 10 calves bern 
in the valley died within a day or 
two. Eight out of every 10 colts born 
there soon died. But curiously 
enough, Indian children in the valley 
never suffered from goiter, and even 
the pigs owned by the Indians in 
their Indian village were very well, 
thank you. Some patent —medicine 
faker ought to take this story and use 
it to launch a new Indian tonic or’ 
something like that. :

Moscow, May 31.—Continuous com- 
munication with a traveling trans- 
Siberian train unprecedented in the 


history of Russian communications 
has enabled us to keep in touch with 
John Goldstrom, as he travels across 
the treeless steppes of Siberia. Satur- 
day night his train crossed the wvod- 
ed Ural mountains and the world 
racer had entered the Asian lap of his 
journey. 

Sunday morning, through the ener- 
getic collaboration of the soviet_of- 
ficials, Goldstrom received our tele- 
grams at Omsk. He is now free to 
watch the scenery without care. for 
four days while his train travels to 
Chita, 2,000 miles. from Omsk. There 
he may be met by Japanese planes, 
or he may be compelled to pay for 
a special train to carry him into Man- 
ehuria. He should arrive there Thurs- 
day, with four days to make the steam- 
ship President at Yokohama. 

Goldstrées finds the vast Siberian 
plain very interesting. The province 
through which he passed yesterday 
was five times as large as Italy and 
three times as large as France. One 


province is 20 times as large as Ru- 
mania, another four times as large as 
Germany. The province through which 
he traveled yesterday is the finest 
dairying range in the world. It is 
necessary to purchase a special type 
of American separator there because 
the cream is so rich that it clogs the 
ordinary type. 

- Karly this morning he stopped at 
a tiny station thronged by asant 
women selling hot bread and great 
pats of butter. Large fried chickens 
and ducks sell for 25 cents. 


Many of the villages are barely re- 
covering from the revolution. Half a 
million inhabitants were killed in the 
fighting between Kolchak'’s army and 
the Reds. At every stop there-is a 
little house marked “Kipitok’’ where 
the passengers can get boiling water 
free to make tea. The passengers in- 
clude a Danish girl going to meet her 
sweetheart who is working in the Si- 
berian wilds. A Chinese diplomat, a 
Manchurian politician, a number of 
German merchants and representatives 
of nearly all nations. 

Yesterday the train passed through 
the stations where jewel’ bazaars are 
maintained. Amethysts, opals, beryls, 
acquamarine, garnets and topaz «are 
split from the rocks in the most prim- 
itive fashion and hand-polished labori- 
ously. Most of the passengers pur- 
chased green malachite souvenirs.

Washington, May 31.—Thirty-eight 
citizenS, suspected as moonshiners, 
bootleggers or rum ranners, or sur- 


prised in liquor law violations—13 of 
them in the 10 months ended on Apri! 
30 last—have been killed by prohibi- 
tion agents in less than two years. 
And to date, so far as prohibition 
unit records diclose, not one of the 
hair-trigger agents has been convict- 
ed, although many were indicted for 


murder or manslayghter. 

State courts seeking to try the 
killers have been balked in a number 
of instances when federal district 
courts, acting on the petitions of fed- 
eral Jistrict attorneys, have assumed 
jurisdiction before the agents could 
be arraigned on indictments voted by 
local graad juries. : : 

Thus, in the fiscal year, which end- 
ed on June 30, 1925, according to 
official reports filed with the house 
appropriations committee, 10 agents 
indicted for what were characterized 
as unwarranted killings by state grand 
juries have escaped punishment either 
through acquittal in federal courts or 
because their cases have not been 
called. 

Similarly, in the 13 killings between 
June 30, 1925, and April 30, 1926, the 
causes of seven of the agents indicted 
for murder are still pending, one has 
been acquitted and five were held by 
coroners’ juries to have killed in self- 
defense or in strict line of duty. 

In seexing the removal of the ac- 
cused agents from state to federal 
court jurisdiction the government has 
contended that local feeling because of 
the killing and in many cases because 
of resentment against the prohibition 
law would preclude the possibility of 
a fair trial by state juries and conse- 
quently the same rights to federal 
court protection enjoyed by revenue 
agents have heen successfully invoked 
for the prohibition enforcers.

FOUND IN ALABANIA 


Demopolis, <Ala., May 31.—(4)— 
Buried gold of civil war days valued 
according to current estimates as high 
as $200,000, has been unearthed near 
} Demopolis by Gayus Whitfield, of 


Middleboro, Ky., with the aid of an an: 
cient map found among papers of his 
father, C. Boaz Whitfield, Alabama 
pioneer. 

Discovery of the gold was confirmed 
here today but the exact amount has 
not been made public. 

There are nine heirs who may lay 
claim to the treasure. 

Boaz Whitfield was one of te rich- 
est of Alabama’s pre-war citizens. 
Three brothers were also wealthy. They 
were sons of General Nathan Bryan 
Whitfield, builder of the famous 
“Cainswoods,” show place in this part 
of the state. 

Thirty-five negroes. worked in re- 
lays. to unearth the hidden treasure. 
Guided. by the old map, the money 
was found. near Jefferson, 18 miles 
from Demopolis, in an old powder can 
which crumbled at touch. 

The name Whitfield before the war 
was synonymous with gold and slaves 
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Paris, May $31: Haves 
patches from Beirut say that Sutthe 
Pasha Atrash, chief of the Dives 
tribesmen, has been courtmartialed at 
Damascus and condemned to death in 
default of his appearance at the trial.

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Over a hundred engineers, archi- 
tects and construction men gathered 
in the physics lecture room at Georgia 
Tech Monday night to listen to. the 
newest discoveries concerning con- 


crete. The lesson of the night was 
that the strength of concrete is inde- 
pendent of the quantity of sand and 
stone used for each sack of cement 
but depends instead entirely on the 
gallons of water used per sack of ce- 
ment. 

After a certain quantity of water 
and cement had been mixed together 
to form a cement paste students were 
allowed to add as much sand and 
stone as they liked, the instructor as- 
suring them that regardless of the 
proportions put in, so long as the con- 
crete was waekatla the strength of 
test cylinders would be the same. 

Specifications were read which were 
recently used in the construction of a 
five-story concrete office building. 
They stipulated the exact amount of 
water which could be used per sack 
of cement and said that the contrac- 
tor could put in as much sand and 
stone as. he wished. 

There will be classes at 7 o’clock to- 
night and Thursday and Friday nights 
until June 11. Everyone interested in 
concrete work is urged to attend. The 
short course is free and literature also 
is distributed without charge.

livery on New York contracts has 
again come to the front. 

» It is not too much to say that it 
is occupying the aitention of the 
whole trade—in Europe as well as 
in the United States. 

The members of the New York Cot- 
ton exchange who advocate southern 
delivery have nominated their own 
candidates for president und vice-pres- 
ident of the exchange. They have also 
nominated several opposition candi- 
dates for the board of managers that 
will be voted for at the annual elec- 
tion to be held on June 7. The issue 
is thus clearly joined. That it will 
be vigorously contested is certain but 
it is gratifying to observe that there 
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plated that both contracts heuld’ be 
regularly and simultaneously quoted 
and that the publie should be allowed 
to specify and trade in the one that 
it prefers. In this way an oppo?tu- 
nity would be provided for a practical 
and convincing comparison between 
the merits of the old method and the 
new. 

Interest in the question is s9 acute 
that most of the trade have ceased to 
think about what is usually called 
the “cotton market” and it is doubt- 
ful whether prices would have been 
much affected even by one of the much 
dreaded government reports that are 
to be ag geeag fortnightly commenc- 
ing July 

But the  atability of prices is never- 
theless impressive and is commencing 
to be reflected in the dry goods mar- 
ket where some improvement in the 
demand is reported. The private re- 
ports of condition thus far issued 
range from 68.5 to 72 per cent. As 
they compare with a condition of 76.6 
per cent reported by the government 
as of May 25 last year, a bullish in- 
ference has been drawn from them 
and some statisticians have calculated 
that they indicate a yield of between 
13,500, and 14,000,000 bales, 

Last year’s experience has, however, 
made people careful about accepting 
early estimates of the crop and action 
upon the theory that the supply will 
be insufficient will, probably be de- 
ferred for some time yet. 

But there is no denying that the 
market is daily becoming more sen- 
sitive to any news that indicates dete- 
rioration and that those who have cot- 
ton to-buy are studying the erop re- 
ports carefully.. 

Another encouraging development is 
the demand for low grade cotton. It 
is now being freely bought and at tlie 
prices of a month ago it appears to 
have reached its irreducible minimum 
for the season. 


PAYNE ASKS FREEDOM; 
ARRESTED IN KILLING 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 31.—(7)— 
Hugh’ Payne, indicted for the murder

In Coal Crisis

London, May 31.—With the British 
be | coal subsidy offer expiring at midnight 
tonight, and no other official . steps 
being taken to end the coal stop- 
page, it generally is believed the cab- 
inet will be forced to take action as 
soon as parliament meets tomorrow. 
The labor party is preparing a heavy 
attack against the government’s ia- 
action throughout the crisis. 

On the other hand important devel- 
opments are pending which it is hoped 
will lead to the basis for an» agree- 
ment. Preliminaries to what may be 
moves of far-reaching importance were 
taken before noon today. Prime Min- 
ister Baldwin returned to Downing 
street this morning and immediately 
went into conference with the min- 
ister of labor and mines. Mr. Bal- 
dwin also was in touch with repe- 
sentatives of the miners and owners 
over week-end. 


Following these conferences, an 1n- 
formal gathering of the cabinet was 
held this afternoon, at which the prob- 
lem of forced government action was 
bluntly proposed. After midnight to- 
night, Mr. Baldwin considers himself 
at liberty to take any step necessary in 
order to effect a settlement. 
Meanwhile there is evidence through- 
out the districts of a. weakening . of 
various individual miners’::leaders, al- 
thongh the central executive stil] is 
adamant. ‘The Northumberland Mi- 
ners’ associations have voted to reoper 
negotiations in order to get the best 
possible terms. This is one of the 
poorer mine districts. 
idences of weakening and growing suf- 
fering in the mine districts, coupled 
with the fact that most of the miners’ 
leaders are in London today, it is 
probable that a meeting with the prime 
minister may be arranged afid an elev- 
enth-hour solutign arrived at. 
Although Mr. Baldwin's offer of a 
$15,000,000 temporary subsidy lapses 
tonight, this does not prevent him from 
offering financial assistance in con- 
nection with another plan that would 
be acceptable to both parties.

of the regular cotton crop wetrncnnte ¢wl 


ents of the Journal cf Commerce, ta 
ulated for the states of North ow 
lina, South Carolinu, Georgia, yi 
bama, Florida, Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Mis. 
souri and Texas, show that the pres- 
ent condition of the crop is estimated 
to be 65.9 per cent of normal, as 
compared with 73 per cent at this 
time last year and with 64.4 per cent 
in 1924. 

In these same states acreage de- 
voted to the crop is said to be two- 
thirds per cent less than last year,’ 
which would indicate a plauted (or to 


be planted) acreage of 46,376,000 in 


the states. in question. 

If the usual formula are applied 
these figures indicate an :.’erage per 
acre yield of 136.9 pounds and a total 
production of 13,279,586 bales in the 
area thus covered. 

Taking the situation as it aver- 
ages in the 12 leading states already 
listed, the crop is reported to be 18 
days ‘late, as compared with an esti- 
mate of seven days late on June 1 
last year. The crop has bee- re- 
tarded in part by exceptionally heavv 
rains in some localities, but primarily 
by reason of unseasonably low tem- 
peratures that have prevailed through- 
out practically the entire belt, par- 
ticularly during the time preceding 
the past week or 10 days.
